BANDOENG, , Java, March 4 
(AP), — The Japanese were 
acknowledged officially today to 
have made “some headway at 
some points” on Java, bringing to 
bear their numerical superiority— 
especially in planes—against a 
heroic defense which had held 
them in check since Sunday. 

The enemy inroads indicated no 
radical change as yet in the situa- 
tion in which the Dutch and their

GREEK CHURCH GROUP 
SUES TO OUST RECTO 


Asks Court to Enjoin Con- 
tinuance in Post — Says 
He Caused Dissension. 


Suit for an injunction to restrain 
the Rev. Demetrios Vainikos from 
continuing as rector of the Greek 
Orthodox Church of St. Nicholas, 
4955 Forest Park boulevard, was 
filed in Circuit Court today by the 
seven members of the church’s ex- 
ecutive committee. 

The petition alleges that 
Father Vainikos, in violation of 
the church constitution, “injected 
himself into social and political 
controversies,” causing unrest and 
dissension within the congregation, 
with the resuit that some members 
established a congregation of their 
own, outside the mother church. 

Legal action is necessary, the 
committee says, because an appeal 
to the Archbishop, who appointed 
Father Vainikos in 1929, for his 
transfer was unsuccessful. Father 
Vainikos, who lives at 4542 Forest 
Park, could not be reached. 

In its petition the committee sets 
forth a list of alleged grievances 
against him, stating that the com- 
mittee and a “great majority” of 
the congregation no longer want 
his services. 

Among the specific complaints 
are allegations that he made a 
charge several years ago against 
Elpis, the Ladies’ Benevolent So- 
ciety, which resulted in a bitter 
protest by the society to the execu- 
tive committee, that he refused to 
establish a Sunday School, and 
that in services commemorating 
anniversaries he refused to an- 
nounce the names of the sponsors. 

As a result of Father Vainikos’ 
activity, it is alleged, the congre- 
gation has dropped from about 500 
members in June, 1940, to about 
300 at present. He has continued 
in office, it is stated, despite a 
resolution by the executive com- 
mittee last Jan. 31 terminating his 
services.

Capital Rumors Say Cabi- 
net Member Will Be 
Named Head of Interna- 
tional Labor Office.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—That} 


old rumor about the resignation of 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins has cropped up again, along 
with the first faint signs of spring, 
but this time informed ‘observers 
are inclined to put somewhat more 
credence in it. 

One reason is that President 
Roosevelt soon is to. confer with 
his Ambassador to Great Britain, 
John G. Winant, who formerly was 
head of the International Labor Of- 
fice at Geneva and who now has, 
according to the current rumor, 
been tapped for Miss Perkins’ job. 


' Winant, according to an announce- 


ment from London, is on his way 
back to Washington. : 

On her resignation Miss Perkins 
will be named head of the Interna- 
tional Labor Office, which now has 
its headquarters in Montreal; This 
is a position which Miss Perkins, 
with her broad background of la- 
bor history and labor. statistics, 
could fill with great brilliance. 

Rumor Denied Months Ago. 

The rumor of her resignation 
perhaps is the most ancient of all 
rumors in this city of a myriad 
whispered reports.

This time, however, there is back 
of the report tremendous pressure 
on President Roosevelt for a 
change in his administration. Mem- 
bers of his own party, editorial 
writers, columnists and just plain 
citizens have joined in the demand 
for a change of faces in the offi- 
cial family.

Stimson, who will be 75 years old 
in September. It has been rumored 
that his place would be taken by 
Under Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson,-whose handling of Army 
procurement and contracting has 
won wide approval. 


Other Cabinet Targets. 


Other Cabinet targets are: 
‘Secretary of Commerce Jesse 

Jones, who will soon be 68, under 
attack for his failure to build up 
stockpiles of rubber and other es- 
sential materials, 
Secretary of Navy Frank Knox, 
who was 68 Jan. 1 and whose wide- 
ly uttered optimism over a Jap- 
anese war prior to Dec. 7 has sub- 
jected him to ridicule. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
who is 70 years old and widely re- 
vered, but whose health is not of 
the best, particularly since the 
strain of recent months. 

Secretary of the Interior Harold 
Il. Ickes, who will be 68 on March 
15 and who has held down his job 
since, .Roosevelt’s first inaugura- 
tion, just nine years. ago today. 

Miss Perkins also has been in 
the Roosevelt Cabinet since March 
of 1933. During her tenure of of- 
fice she has had to ‘cope with labor 
upheavals on an unprecedented 
scale, including a bitter internecine 
warfare in trade union ranks. No 
one has quarreled with her han- 
dling of the routine functions of 
her department, such as the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. In fact, 
she has in many ways raised the 
standards of the department. The 
criticism has come for alleged 
shortcomings of her personality, 
which have prevented her from 
taking a strong or a decisive stand 
on the big labor issues of the day. 
Her manner, straight out of Puri- 
tan New England, has alienated 
many people. 

Grave Issues in Labor Field. 


At present there are grave issues 
in the field of labor which the Ad- 
ministration must soon resolve. 
Congress is pressing for legislation 
which would take away certain of 
the rights granted under the New 
Deal, at the same time that labor 
continues to seek before the War 
Labor Board the closed shop or its 
equivalent. It is generally recog- 
nized that this situation has ex- 
plosive possibilities. 

On many issues, say administra- 
tion apologists, Miss Perkins is 
sidetracked and the real decisions 
are made by Sidney Hillman, repre- 


tion Board. Biit this is not a prac- 
tical working arrangement, since 
Hillman is distrusted by several 
major factions in the trade union 
movement, 

At any rate, the perennial rumor 
has been revived. It has in fact 
gone so far that there is a reported 
candidate for Winant’s ambassa- 
dorial job. Seeking it actively, ac- 
cording to report, is William C. 
Bullitt, who was first Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union after relations 
with Russia were resumed in 1923 
and later Ambassador to France.

ALLIES HOLD BULK 
OF WHEAT SURPLUS 


Argentina Also Has Big Stock 
— Figures for Some Na- 
tions Not Known. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
—The United Nations hold about 
1,271,000,000 bushels of the world’s 
known wheat surplus of 1,524,000,- 
000 bushels, the Agriculture De- 
partment reported today. 

The remaining 253,000,000 bush- 
els is held by a Western Hem- 
isphere neutral, Argentina. 

The United Nations’ surplus is 
about 210,000,000 bushels larger 
than it was a year ago. 

The surpluses, representing ex- 
pected holdings when the 1942 
crop starts moving to market, are 
divided as follows: United States, 
640,000,000 bushels; Canada, 486,- 
000,000, and Australia, 145,000,000. 
Due to war cénsorship, the de- 
partment said, no figures are avail- 
able on wheat supplies in Russia 
and Ohina, areas of large produc- 
tion, or on the supply situation in 
German-dominated Europe, which 
normally imports grain for its food 
requirements. Japan is likewise 
a deficit area. 

The United States has — 
for a 1942 wheat crop of at least 
100,000,000. bushels in excess of its 
requirements. Large quantities of 
American and Canadian wheat 
may be sent to Russia to help that 
nation meet production losses in 
the important Ukraine producing 
area now held by Germany. 

The department said little was 
known about wheat crop prospects 
in Europe, except that seeding of 
winter wheat last fall was less ex- 
tensive than intended due to un- 
favorable weather conditions. Ef- 
forts are being made by the 
European governments to expand 
spring wheat plantings. 


TIRE DEALERS OFFER PLAN 
TO STAY iM BUSINESS 


That Tires of Reclaimed 

Rubber Be Used te Keep Pas- 

senger Autos Ranning. 

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
— Independent tire dealers pro- 
posed yesterday that tires made of 
reclaimed rubber be used to keep 
passenger automobiles running 
and the dealers in business. The 
suggestion was made at a hearing 
of the Senate’s special committee 
studying the problems of small 
business. 

Members of the National Asso- 
ciation of Independent Tire Deal- 
—* representing 60,000 dealers, 

that recapped tires 
which would use only two ounces 
of pure rubber as a binder for the 
reclaimed rubber might be an an- 
swer in part to the plight of con- 
sumers and dealers. Robert Dean 
of Louisville, Ky., said such a tire 
would provide 5000 miles of wear 
at low speeds.

Effect of Vichy’s Role. 


I realized with a shock one sear- 
ing afternoon in Africa exactly 
what the Vichy hold on that vast, 
sprawling continent means to the 
Axis and to the Allies. I was at a 
remote Free French post near the 
frontier of one of the Vichy colo- 
nies, a highly strategic area which 
is a likely point of attack should 
the Germans attempt -to move 
through Africa. It was a strange, 
picturesque region; taking out my 
camera, I inquired of the com- 
mandant, who was my host, what 
objects I could photograph. 

His answer was quick and aston- 
ishing. 

“Photograph any of the fort you 
like,” -he said, “except those new 
defenses and the equipment I’ve 
been showing you this morning. 
For the rest, help yourself.” 

I was incredulous, for military 
commanders are generally as 
frightened of a camera as of an 
epidemic of the yellow fever. “You 
mean I can publish photographs of 
these military objectives in this 
vital region? Wouldn’t they be of 
immense value to the Germans?” 

His face grew quizzical. “You 
forget,” he answered. “Every stone 
in this fortress, every gun emplace- 
ment that we have not changed, 
is known to the quarter-inch in 
Vichy. The plans for every French 
fort in Africa are in the hands of 
the Vichy general staff. Naturally 
so. For they took over all the 
plans afid all the documents of the 
war ministries which built them. 
We have learned to our sorrow 
that whatever the Vichy Govern- 
ments knows it automatically 
passes on to the Germans. Go 
ahead an take your pictures.” 


Aid of the Free French. 


In sharp contrast to this aid af- 
forded the enemy has been the 
enormous assistance given the Al- 
lied cause by the territories under 
the control of Free French forces. 
Not only is the area a protection 
for the British flank and a barrier 
against German penetration to the 
heart of Africa; it is a supply 
route of enormous and increasing 
importance, a short cut to the Mid- 
die East that can save Allied ships 
many days of precious sailing. It 
has just been announced that the 
roads from Doula on the west to 
the Sudan and Cairo have been 
completed; at the very moment 
that American diplomats in Wash- 
ington were denouncing the Free 
French with careful sarcasm, Brit- 
ish and American planes on their 
way to aid the Allies elsewhere 
were making their landings at 
Free French airports. Allied planes 
flying in this fashion over Vichy 
territory would be shot down. 

It is unfortunate that those in- 
dividuals who still fail to see the 
differences between the men of 
Free France and the men of Vichy 
could not have been passengers on 
a boat on which I chanced to be 
sailing not far from Dakar.

CAPE MAY, N. J., 
March 4 (AP). 


HE men on the Jacob Jones 
were good sailors to the last. 
Their destroyer’s bow was de- 
molished by the first torpedo from 
an Axis submarine; the stern was 
blown to bits by depth bombs set 
off by the second; but the men 
midship prepared for the ordeal of 
the cold Atiantic by donning three 
suits of heavy underwear and 
downing hot coffee from soup 
ladles before abandoning the Unit- 
ed States warship Saturday morn- 
ing off Cape May. 

“We had good sailors on the 
Jakie,” said Joseph Paul Tidwell, 
22 years old, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
one of the only 11 survivors of 
the. ship which may have carried 

“many as 145 officers and men. 

The water was 38 degrees and 
plenty cold, Richard Dors, 25, of 
Brockton, Mass., recalled as he and 
other survivors related the story 
of the sinking. The torpedoing of 
the ship was announced yesterday 
by the-Navy. 


Four Hours Until Rescue. 


Dors said they were four hours 
at sea before picked up. 
John Merget, 26, of Norfolk, Va.., 


.| told how he was at the throttle in 


the. main engine room when two 
heavy explosions came in quick 
succession, 

“I lost steam pressure on the 
engines right away,” he related. 
“The lights went out and then I 
shut the throttle. The ladder was 
right by me. I scooted up topside, 
discovered.I didn’t have any life 
jacket and ran back after it.

This man is no 
revolutionary, but he is a-man who believes that 
there is more than one injustice and inequality in 
the English order which needs to be rectified. 

He is thus in the tradition of aggressive liberalism, 
the tradition which seems to be coming more and 
more into its own in England, which seems to be 
changing more and more—by evolution rather than 
revolution—the social, political and economic climate 
of the beleaguered isle. 
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CONTROVERSY OVER THE OFFICIAL SECRETS BILL. 

This country must protect its military secrets 
from falling into enemy hands, . But in attempting 
to protect them, Congress must not pass a law so 
drastic as to set up a bureaucratic censorship over 
all governmental affairs. 

That is the issue in the present controversy over 


| the official secrets bill, introduced in the Senate a 


few weeks ago by request of Attorney General Biddle. 
Discussion in committee hearings has shown beyond 
question that the bill is unnecessarily severe, and 
would actually infringe upon principles of liberty 
that the country is upholding by war.. 

The bill applies not only to military secrets, but 
to any matter considered confidential by Govern- 
mental officials, The power of determining what 
shall be considered secret is not conferred upon key 
officials alone, but upon the head of any Govern- 
ment agency. 


It-is easy to see what abuses could grow out of, 


such a broadly inclusive law’as that. Any matter 
that a minor official wanted to cover up could be 
labeled “Official Secret,” and the public would have 
no way of finding out about it. This could be a 
ready means of hiding abuses and scandals, In- 
efficiency and injustice have often been corrected 
after exposure by members of Congress and news- 
paper men, but this law could be used to stop any 
such use of data in Government documents, 

Mr, Biddle cites many instances in which war 


' secrets have leaked out, and reiterates the need for a

Day in and day out, statements from 
Washington and elsewhere have hammered 
against the complacency of the American 
people. We are told that we must realize 
the possibility of losing the war. We are 
smug. We smile too much. We aren’t suf- 
ficiently heartsick. We still like to sleep 
on an innerspring mattress. 

The fact is, most of us had felt we were 
gloomy enough already. We hadn’t noticed 
much in the news since the attack on Peari 
Harbor (outside of Russia) to put us in a 
swaggering mood. 

We Americans had never supposed that 
we would prefer to do our best work in a 
state of depression. We would like to see 
some marching men with flags waving. We 
would like to hear some bands and join in 
the cheers, We like the good old-time Amer- 
ican fighting mood, the mood of a people 
who don’t think they can be licked and 
don’t intend to be, 

Of course, everyone expects the heads of 
the Government and the military and naval 
commanders to be aware of all the dangers, 
of all the possibilities of defeat, and to 
stay alert to them. The people are per- 
fectly willing to be told about the dangers; 
they should be. But what are the people 
supposed to do that they aren’t doing? 

American boys have lined up at the re- 
cruiting offices faster than the Govern- 
ment could induct them. into service. Others 


American mothers have done a good job 
of holding back the tears in public. Amer- 
ican fathers with chins up have shaken 
hands with their departing sons. 

It might be assumed that a big contribu- 
tion at home would be the cheerful payment 
of taxes. In this season of income tax 
reports, the biggest American tax in history 
has aroused few of the complaints that 
were heard over the smaller taxes of other 
years. And everybody seems reconciled to a 
much heavier load next year: Complaints 
simply aren’t in the air. 

In Kansas City alone, thousands of men 
have been thrown out of work temporarily 
in this transition from peacetime to war 
production. But you haven’t heard a lot of 
yelling about it. Men know it is a neces- 
sary part of the war effort. Every civilian 
defense enrollment gets a good response. 
Red Cross drives have gone over the top.

been shelved cheerfully. Most people are 
reconciled to far greater restrictions to 
come, So far, they seem to be reconciled 
to everything except extreme gloom and 
pessimism.

Dr. Loeb, in an address on “Medi- 
cine and the Community,” 


purpose-

research and discussed the expand- 
ing sphere of influence of medi- 
cine, affecting every aspect of 
community life. Medicine, he said, 
makes use of sociology. 
and psychical aspects of individ- 
uals cannot be separated from their 


ment and economic conditions, he 
pointed out. ; 

After outlining the scientific con- 
tributions to human efficiency and 
judgment, Dr. Loeb said it ap- 
peared that there has not been a 
corresponding increase in happi- 
ness. Although physical sciences 
have been held largely responsible 
for injurious changes, he said, 
medicine is responsible indirectly 
since it has made little attempt to 
prevent them. 

“It is not the contributions of 
science and medicine which are to 
blame for the deficiencies and un- 
healthy conditions in our civiliza- 
tion,” Dr. Loeb said, “for what 
they have contributed is good. But 
these gifts have not been used al- 
together wisely and the biologist 
—and above all the physician—in 
the future should take it upon 
himself to guard against the un- 
wholesome application of modern 
technical improvements and inven- 
tions which result in a loss of in- 
dividual health of mind and body. 
Ultimately, these are questions of 
individual and social hygiene and 
they ail belong, therefore, to the 
sphere of interest of the physician.” 
Dr. Loeb urged a return to sim- 
pler modes of living, the mainte- 
nance of friendly human relation- 
ships, the furtherance of “the ap- 
preciation of the dignity of the in- 
dividual as man’s most valuable 
possession.” 

“This is the essence of democ- 
racy,” Dr. Loeb concluded,” and 
the physician should be'one of its 
principal guardians. It is an im- 
portant function, especially at the 
present time when .democracy is 
fighting against a view of human 
personality and life in general 
which tends to destroy all that is 
potentially good in our civiliza- 
tion.”

Additional Volunteers Needed 
to Saff All Posts, It 
Is Announced. 


About 4000 air raid wardens— 
enough to supply two to each of 
the city’s 1800 air raid warden 
posts—are now completing their 
basic training at the rate of 200 


a week, Howard V. Stephens, chair- 
man of the OCD warden training 
committee, announced today.

District and zone wardens, who 
have finished the wardens’ course, 
will begin a five-week course in 
first aid Monday. First aid train- 
ing of the 4000 post wardens now 
completing the OCD training will 
start April 6. 

Four thousand additional volun- 
teers are needed to completely 
staff all posts, Stephens announces. 
Volunteers may enroll by telephon- 
ing Stephens at JE. 0960, or Hal 
Rush at CH. 7856, or by register- 
ing at the OCD office in the Civil 
Courts Building. 

Installation of controls to turn 
off the city’s 50,000 street lights in 
case of an air raid warning or 
practice blackout has been com- 
pleted. 

About 40,000 of-the street lizhts, 
as well as flood lights at the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge and city water- 
works pumping stations, can be 
turned out immediately from the 
city’s lighting substations, Max H.

life. Few consumer goods were 
scarce, and only gasoline was ra- 
tioned. But as the enemy pos- 
sesses one after another of the 
places from which many articles 
of everyday use formerly came, the 
shortages increase. Tea is to be 
restricted immediately to half the 
usual consumption, and the Gov- 
ernmert is taking charge of that 
universally used commodity. Amer- 
ica can scarcely appreciate what 
a difference this makes in Aus- 
tralia’s life. There is no place, not 
even England, where tea is quaffed 
with such frequency and in such 
incredible quantities as in Aus- 
tralia. Cigarettes, too, are growing 
scarce, and in Some places they 
are likely to grow scarcér, for Aus- 


-|tralia imports four-fifths of what 


it smokes and the Government has 
decided to cut tobacco importations 
drastically. 


Beer and liquor may be next on 
the scarcity list. When people fee] 
themselves living on the top of a 
voleano, they often speed up their 
elbow exercises and that appar- 
ently has been the case here. So 
many have been the complaints 
recently against excessive drinking, 
not only from the Comstocks but 
frem many people not generally 
given to viewing the behavior of 
their neighbors witb either scorn 
or alarm, that it is understood that 
the war cabinet may request the 
states to clean up liquor trade. The 
national defense policy may come 
to include parched throats as well 
as @ scorched earth. 


Until now Australia’s blackout 
has been a modified one, more like 
Cairo’s than London’s. The Aus- 
sies call it “brownout.” But now 
all cars, houses and plants visible 
from the sea between the great 
coast dividing range must be ab- 
solutely darkened. This is as 
though a complete blackout were 
decreed from Savannah to Boston, 
covering every spot visible from 
the Atlantic.

Sports, too, are being frowned 
and there. Except in 
South Australia, which barred race 
meetings, the very popular past- 
times of horse and dog racing have 
continued merrily since the be- 
ginning of the war.

The 
reserves he is employing now are 
not and can never be the equal of 
the troops with which he started 
the war, Moreover, our troops are 
more numerous and more experi- 
enced, and they no longer are de- 
ceived by German tricks. Once I 
saw an advance of 200 German 
tanks. On every tank were perched 
riflemen; behind the tanks came 
a fleet of 200 motorcycles, mounted 
with ‘automatic riflemen. 

“With such a terrible mass bear- 
ing down with all their guns fir- 
ing, I had the feeling that it was 
the end of everything. But that 
was when we were just learning 
about German technique. Now we 
know that the. devil is not so dan- 
gerous as he has been painted. Now 
we know that it is possible for 10 
courageous men to block 10 of 
these German tanks—it has been 
done. Nor do we get panicky when 
German automatic riflemen sud- 
denly appear at our rear, creating 
the illusion of encirclement. Now 
we know this is a popular Nazi 
trick and it is not to be taken too 
seriously.”

| Partnership Gin Rummy

ARTICLE ELEVEN. 

IN Rummy is primarily a 

game for two players, but it 

is possible to have three-hand- 
ed, four-handed or six-handed 
games. In some cases, there are 
even “round-table” Gin Rummy 
games with eight, ten or 12 play- 
ers. Three-handed Gin Rummy is 
played exactly the same’ as the 
two-handed game, as far as the 
scoring is concerned. Only two of 
the players can play at a time, of 
course. 

First, the three players cut. The 
lowest stays out and the other two 
play the first hand. This is 
scored to the credit of the winner, 
and the loser drops out, being re- 
placed by the player who was idle 
during the first hand. This con- 
tinues, the winner always remain- 
ing in the game and the loser al- 
Ways dropping out. 

The game ends when one of th 
players reaches 100. The scores are 
totaled, and each player pays each 
other player who has a higher 
score. Suppose “A,” “B” and “C” 
are in the game. “A” scores 106, 
“B” scores 82 and “C” scores 65. 
“A” wins 24 from “B” and 41 
from “C,” a total of 65. “B” loses 
24 to “A” but wins 17 from “C,” 
so his net loss is seven points. “C” 
loses 41 to “A” and 17 to “B,” so 
his total loss is 58, 

If one of the players is shut out, 
the winner of the game gets a 


200-point bonus from him, but this. 


does not affect the score of the 
player who was not shut out. 
Four-handed Gin Rummy is a 
partnership game. The players cut 
for partners. If they are playing 
at a regular bridge table, the part- 
ners sit across the table from each 
other, as they would in a bridge 
game. Hach player plays a regular

The game is not ended, in four 
handed play, until one side reaches 
125 points.

‘This, if “A” 
beats “C” by 16 points, while “B” 
and “D” draw, A-B win the hand 
by 16 points and two new hands 
are started. 

With six or more~players, there 
are still only two “sides.” Thus, 
in a’ six-handed game there are 
three partners on each side; in a 
10-handed game there are five 
partners on each side; etc. One 
member of each side cuts for the 
first deal, and all the players on 
the side which cut the lower card 
must deal the first hand. After 
that, all the members of the side 
which wins a hand must deal the 
next hand. The scoring is the 
same as in two-handed Gin Rum- 
my, except that the game does not 
end until: 


One side reaches 150 points in a 
6-or-8-handed game; 175 points 
in a i10-handed game; and 200 
points in a 12-handed game. 

As in four-handed play, the net 
result of the various two-handed 
games are scored as one result. If 
there is a complete tie, there is 
no score at ali Suppose, in a six- 
handed game, one side wins two 
games by scores of eight and 11 
points, and loses the third game, 
by a score of 19 points. The re- 
sult is a washout and neither side 
scores. 

One disadvantage of these large 
games is that the various ‘hands 
end at different times, and every- 
one must then wait until the. last 
hand has been finished., In the

denburg’s reply to the quéstion of 
why Germany lést World War I. 

In the medical profession this 
production includes that of human 
services. In order to supply doc- 
tors, nurses and laboratory. tech- 
nicians for war service as well as 
civilian needs, American hospitals 
and medical schools are stepping 
up their pace and also changing it. 

In my opinion the result may be 
very salutary for the future of the 
various allied professions, because 
to a considerable extent we have 
succumbed to the doctrine of 
spending longer end longer pe- 
riods of time in order to complete 
the various educational courses. 

As far as doctors are concerned, 
“the medical profession is closer 
to scraping the bottom of the 
bucket than any other occupation, 
Arade or profession,” according to 
Dr. Morris Fishbein, of the Amer- 
ican Medical ‘Association. There 
is an expected need as I Write for 
19,000 more doctors in the various 
services, ° 

About 6000 are graduated per 
annum. Students in all medical 
schools were told by Army officials 
in the early part of the academic 
year of 1940 that while most of 
them were of draft age, they 
would not be called provided they 
signed-up for the Medical Reserve 
Corps. They were allowed to fin- 
ish their medical course, get the 
degree of M. D., and take a year 
in a hospital before being inducted 
into service.

THIS WAS A MORE than fair 
offer, in my opinion, but many of 
them failed to’take advantage of 
it; some of them failed to come up 
to the physical requirements and 
several hundred are women. The 
result is that this first class of in- 
ternes who will be available for 
medical services in the. Army July 
1, 1942, number only about 1500. 

Undoubtedly a larger number of 
the regular classes will be forced 
into service when they have com- 
pleted the hospital year in 1943, 
but in the meantime medical 
schools are shortening’ their 
courses, mostly by giving instruc- 
tion during the summer vacation 
months, This will add somewhat 


to the supply of young medical of- . 


ficers available in 1942 and the 
early part of 1943. I think the hos- 
pital year could be shortened to 
nine months, 

Many medical students in the 
United States and Canada use the 
summer vacation to earn money 
to continue their course, and if 
this time is taken away from them, 
the respective governments are go- 
ing to have to supply the defi- 
ciency, which would be money well 
spent. 

But even so, the civil population 
of doctors will have to be drawn 
upon very heavily and the work of 
the older doctors in civil life in- 
creased. ° 

The situation of laboratory 
technicians igs even more pressing. 
The Army and Navy have taken 
a large number of available lab- 
oratory technicians and more. are 
undoubtedly needed. Classes of in- 
struction for both military and 


civilian purposes are being or- 


ganized. 

In many departments of biology 
in colleges and universities train- 
ing in blood counting, blood chem- 
istry and urinalysis are already 
available and these laboratories 
could easily be turned into train- 
ing schools for these technicians.

His oldest daughter, 
Mary, wedded Ogden Goelet, whose 
holdings in Manhattan real estate 
were second only to the House of 
Astor. His eldest son, Orme, made 
Miss Carrie Astor happy. Another 
daughter, Belle, seleced the Hon- 
orable Michael Henry Herbert, the 
second secretary of the British 
Embassy in Washington. Under 
such pleasant circumstances it 
would seem natural that Grace 
em should aspire to a Vander-

Why the elder Vanderbilt dis- 
approved seems eyen less under- 
standable in view of other Vander- 
bilt marriages. There was a fre- 
quently repeated story, found in 
several biographies of the family, 
that the Commodore had once had 
his wife sent away so he could de- 
vote more time to his children’s 
governess. There was another 
marriage, that of Consuelo, daugh- 
ter of William K., the first socially 
conscious Vanderbilt, to the Duke 
of Marlborough. At that wedding 
Dr. Walter Damrosch was kept 
standing, baton raised, for 20 mih- 
utes before the bride arrived and 
he could lead the wedding march. 
The delay was explained by the 
fact that His Grace had insisted 
on the bride’s father signing a con- 
tract, financial in nature. Much 
later, when Consuelo and the Duke 
had parted paths, she revealed, 
with much attendant publicity, 
that she had been forced into the 
marriage agdinst her will. Even 
as early as 1896 several Vanderbilt 
marriages had ended in divorce, 
and a love match should have 
seemed welcome. 

Nevertheless, Vanderbilt senior, 
stern and unsentimental, who was 
once déscribed as having led a 
“blameless and upright life,” still 
said.no, and the Vanderbilt set 
acknowledged that Miss Wilson 
was a belle, but “a belle by reason 
of being the clever daughter of tri- 
umphantly clever parents.” 

When he graduated from Yale 
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MR. AND MRS. CORNELIUS VANDERBILT PHOTOGRAPHED ON FIFTH AVENUE DURING THE 


fn 1895, Cornelius departed hur- 
riedly for Europe, and some hint- 
ed that it was by request. Grace 
Wilson immediately followed on 
the Goelets’ personal liner, and 
hot on the trail went an adviser 
of the Vanderbilts to bring Cornel- 
jus back alive and unmarried. A 
spokesman for the family told the 
press that Cornelius was “too 
young to marry or to think of it.” 
Cornelius came back tamely 
enough but on the morning of Aug. 
3, 1896, ignoring all parental dis- 
approval and threats, he entered 
the Wilson mansion at 511 Fifth 
avenue for his marriage to Grace. 

A Munsey’s magazine of 1900 
comments, “He threw over the 
headship of his house and wealth 
so great it is but a sound and not 
a reality to the average mind, to 
marry the woman whom he de- 
sired. Here at last the genera- 
tions had produced a Vanderbilt 
who knew how to part with his 
money in a different way from the 
traditions of his family.” 

From all indications his bride 
was not exactly desolate that she 
was not welcomed into her hus- 
band’s tribe with open arms but 
rather with closed fists and 
thumbs down. After all, the Pririce 
of Wales had cabled congratula- 
tions.

Pour about one- 
quarter inch of the gelatine into 
the bottom of a mold or pan which 
has been rinsed in cold water, and 
chill until firm. Arrange peach 
slices in any desired pattern over 
surface of gelatine, and drop cot- 
tage cheese into spaces between 
them, And any remaining peaches. 
When remaining gelatine has 
thickened until syrupy, pour over 
the fruit and cheese, and return to 
refrigerator until firm. Serve 
either as. a dessert, with cream or 
top milk, or as a salad, with may- 
onnaise or boiled salad dressing.
